Sharon issues warning 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON, — Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon over the 
weekend said that Israel fears its 
security could be jeopardized by the 
formation of 2 new coalition, made 
up of Iraq, Jordan, Saudi Arabia 
and Egypt, intended to contain Iran. 


Speaking to 1,000 United Jewish 
Appeal leaders attending a national 
convention here, Sharon warn- 
ed that such a coalition, pos- 
sibly supported by the U.S., would 


be “very dangerous to Israel" and 
would encourage further Soviet in- 
volvement in the region. 


Sharon also called on the 
American Jewish community 10 
help stop further sales of U.S. 
weapons to Arab states. The Arab 
nations have received $75 billion in 
weapons from all sources over the 
past decade, compared to §12.7b. 
worth of arms purchased by Israel 
during that time.

Begin hits Jordan arms deal

Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
this week attacked a statement by 
U.S. Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger that Jordan needs a 
hew supply of sophisticated US. 
arms to counter “pressures” from 
Syria and Iran. 

Speaking to reporters after the 
regular Sunday cabinet meeting, 
cabinet secretary Dan Meridor said 
Begin told the cabinet that Jordan 
does not even share a border with 
Tran and that Amman had decided 
Of its own free will to support Iraq in 
its war with Iran. 


Israel is the real reason for 
Jordan's requests for more U.S. 
arms, Begin told the cabinet. 

Such arms in the hands of the Jor- 
danians would “constitute a clear 
and present danger to Israel," 
Meridor said. 

Weinberger said last week that 
Jordan was worried about being 
“squeezed” between hostile Syrian 
and Iranian forces and that the sale 
of advanced arms to Jordan would 
benefit the U.S, and serve the cause 
of peace in the Middle East. He 
noted that Jordan has not yet made 
a formal request for more arms.

Early elections predicted 
following coalition furore

Various coalition MKs from dif- 
ferent purties and factions predicted 
over the weekend that last week's 
change in Israel's political map will 
lead to early elections, But opposi- 
tion deputies, especially from the 
Alignment, preferred the prospect 
of an allernate coalition, led by 
Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres. 

Immediate attention continued to 
be focused on Telem, which is now 
expected to inform Premier 
Menachem Begin this week of its 
willingness to join the coalition. But 
even this would only restore a ma- 
jority of one, the same as before last 
week's defection of two MKs to the 
Alignment. 

Each individual coalition 
member would still be able to 
threaten the government, a Begin 
aide pointed out. “Labour would 
booby-trap us in the Knesset, and 
while we may survive in the house, 
the government won't function.” 


The government only narrowly 
survived a no-confidence motion 
brought by the Alignment last week, 
by a vote of 58-57, after Likud MKs 
Amnon Linn and Yitzhak Peretz an- 
nounced their defection to the op- 
position just a day before the crucial 
vole. 

The surprise victory for the coali- 
tion came when Hanan Porat ab- 
stained, although his two Tehiya 
collengues, Yuval Ne’eman and 
Geula Cohen, voted against the 
government. 

Begin, who spoke just before the 
vote, predicted that the government 
wouid not fall. But, he added, it was 
Opposition leader Shimon Peres 
“who had fallen — very, very 
deeply." — 


Although the no-confidence mo- 
tion was presented on “the govern- 
ment's economic policy which has 
led to the widening of the social gup 
and the steep rise in the cost-of- 
living index,’ the debate was 
dominated by heated exchanges on 
the defection of the two MKs. 

The one real hope for the govern- 
ment is what sources close to Begin 
describe as “a sobering process in 
Tehiya, whereby that party would 
prefer safeguarding and expanding 
the Judea and Samaria setttements 
lo battling over theory and concep- 
tions. The beginning of such a 
process was already evident when 
MK Hanan Porat abstained in 
Wednesday's no-confidence vote.” 

But the sources intimate that 
Begin might not necessarily want 
Tehiya in the coalition proper, due 
{o the implication this might have to 
the continuation of the Camp David 
agreement, and to some Liberal op- 
position. The Liberal presidium in- 
deed warned last week that all new 
coalition entries must first be 
cleared with that party. 

On Army Radio's press con- 
ference, Liberal Energy Minister 
Yitzhak Berman advocated break- 
ing up the coalition and holding ear- 
ly elections. If the Liberal Party 
does not stand firm on its principles 
next time, he said, he and some 
others will not slay with the Likud. 

There are issues such as In- 
flationary taxation, for which the 
Liberals should be willing to give up 
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cabinet seats for what they helieve. 
“The issue of whether we would 
have got 18 seats on our own is ir- 
relevant,” he said. “Look what 
Agudat Yisrael can do with four 
seats. A small number of MKs who 
fight for what they believe and 
protect the interests of their con- 
Stiluenls are worth more then a 
larger number who don't.” 


Deputy Prime Minister David 
Levy. of Herut said that the national 
interest requires new elections. A 
majority in the Likud would support 
this step, but the Knesset would not 
do so, In the new situation, he said, 
the government will be able to func- 
tion, but the Knesset will become “a 
game in which the coalition and op- 
position keep setting traps for each 
other.” 


“Peres has created a new stan- 
dard in which you can buy votes, 
change your platform overnight and 
do whalever else is necessary to 
gain power,” Levy said. 

Tami's Labour, Social Affairs and 
Absorption Minister Aharon Uzan 
also favoured early elections, and 
thought that a Knesset majority for 
such a move could be found. He 
was sceptical lhat an alternate 
‘government could be formed, in 
light of the varying opinions in the 
Alignment, ranging from extreme 
left to extreme right. 

Herut’s Haim Corfu predicted 
that if Telem joins the coalition, the

Uproar in Knesset as 
two Likud MKs defect

MKs Amnon Linn and Yitzhak 
Peretz defected last week from the 
Likud, with Linn joining the Align- 
ment as its fourth faction, and 
Peretz forming what he called a 
“parliamentary bloc" with the 
Alignment, but without actually 
joining it. 

The defections reduced the coali- 
tion to 59 out of 120 seats in the 
Knesset, bul the government still 
managed to squeak through 58-57 
on 8 no-confidence vote held the 
next day. The Likud accused the 
Alignment of “buying” the two 
MKs, while the Mapam wing of the 
Alignment threatened to break its 
partnership with Labour because of 
the deal. 

Peretz and Linn made their an- 
nouncements in separate press con- 
ferences held under Alignment 
auspices. 

Linn, who appeared before 
reporters first, came to the press 
conference immediately after a talk 
with Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin, who attempted at the last 
minute to dissuade him from leaving 
the Likud. 


But Linn was defecting from the. 


Likud, he said, because ‘I was made 
to feel like a foreign element in the 
Likud. The various Likud factions 
were never united, and those who 
came from Herut and the Liberals 
were preferred to those with a 
Labour background.” 

Linn maintained that this was 
why he was nol chosen as Likud 
candidate for Haifa mayor, though 
his chance of succeeding, he said, is 
greater than that of the Liberals* 
candidate finally chosen. 

Linn, who once headed Mapai’s 
Arab department, also accused the 
government of “doing nothing to 
protect Arabs’ loyal to Israel against 
the onslaughts of extremist PLO 
elements. This is also true of the 
Israeli Druse.” Linn said thal “a 
minister is essenfial to deal with 
Arab affairs “full time.” Some 
Labour sources told The Jerusalem 
Post that Linn was promised the 
post of Arab affairs minister ‘if 


Labour forms the next government, . 


But Linn denied this, as did 
Shahal, the Alignment’s Knesset 
faction chief, who appeared with 
Linn al the press conference. 
Shahal contended that there were 


no agreements other than those ap- 
pearing on the official documents, 
These include assurances of free 
voting — to Linn in issues involving 
Judea and Samaria and to Peretz on 
the eventual peace agreement after 
the autonomy plan is implemented. 
Otherwise, both are bound by 
Alignment faction decisions. 

Shahal said that neither Linn nor 
Peretz “won any benefits from join- 
ing us. We are in the opposition and 
have nothing to give, but the whole 
Knesset picture has now changed 
and, we are the biggest party with 50 
members versus only 46 for: the 
Likud. But this was not done with 
the no-confidence vote in mind. 
There was no ‘Kalanterism here,’ δ 
Shahal maintained. 

The term ‘“Kalanterism™ was 
coined in the mid-1950s when 
Jerusalem mayor Gershon Agron 
wooed the National Religious 
Party's Rahamim Kalanter from his 
municipal faction, in return for con- 
siderable political benefits, to insure 
a Labour majority. But there has 
never been a case In’ which ἃ 
“kalanter" has been able to decide 
the fate of a national government, ἡ 

Alignment Chairman Shimon 
Peres vehemently protested the ap- 
plication of the term to the defec- 
tions of Linn and Peretz. 
“Kalanterism applies only to cases 
when people leave the opposition to 
join the coalition, but not when they 
go into the opposition, which has 
nothing to offer them," he said. 

Linn said that the Likud made no 
counter offers to keep him from 
defecting, 

Peretz. appeared with Shahal abit 
later, facing’ the same ‘battery ‘of 
newsmen. He said that he was dis- 
appointed with the Likud's social 
policies, “This is why I decided to 
leave the Likud. I asked for action 
in the Galilee and the Negev and 
nothing was done.” He also said 
that the Likud had made no counter 
offers to keep him in the party: 

Peretz said that most of his fol- 
lowers opposed his joining Labour, 
and he refuses to do so as long as 
the Alignment with Mapam is in 
force.

If all airlines are 
barred, the economy would lose

Shamir explained that “we can- 
not understand why the Egyptians 
make it a case of faith, evoking their 
claim to Arab land, We simply are 
convinced that we are right, objec- 
tively, in asserting that the original 
frontier leaves Taba on our side," 

Israel, Shamir, said, faithfully car- 
ried out it commitments with regard 
to Sinai, and “now the onus is on 
the Egyptian side to prove they in- 
tend to follow up the peace process 
as outlined in the Camp David 
agreements." 

A long time may elapse until the 
Egyptian intentions are clarified, he 
continued, adding that “I am not 
impressed at all by the tenacious 
tone of some Egyptian pronounce- 
ments — after all, as one Egyptian 
statesman said, why should the 
Egyptians be more articulately pro- 
Isracli than some of their avowed 
friends, such as Canada?" . 

Indeed, Israel and Egypt do not 
see eye lo eye on many ἃ serious 
matler, Shamir said, "But § believe 
(hat we may solve the problems 
amicably by negotiations."

Police officials deny pressure 
to halt ‘Afarsek’ fraud probe

Ivtzan said: that although certain 
functions of the fraud division will 
be ussigned to other units to free 
more of ifs manpower for intel- 
ligence tasks, the division's 87-man 
table of organization would remain 
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intact, 

The Afarsek file deals with al- 
leged irregularities in government 
allocation of funds to 
municipalities, private charities and 
other bodies affiliated to the 
National Religious Party. 

Carthy said that of the 35 
separate items in the file, it was 
decided some time ago that no 
police action was called for in some 
of the cases, and in those where the 
investigation is continuing, periodic 
reports are submitted to the 
atlorney-general, . 

Commenting on charges that his 
division leaks information to the 
news media, Siegel said that 
polygraph tests had cleared his 
menof all suspicion. ‘They 
themselves are the victims of 
leaks,” he asserted. |

New Negev air bases operational

RAMON AIR BASE. — The 
American-bullt Israel Air Force 
bases at Ramon and Uvda “may be 
the best in the world,” the com- 
mander of the Air Force, Aluf 
David Ivri, said yesterday, officially 
declaring the two bases 
“operational.” 


At the outset of the ceremony on 
this wind-swept plateau, four U.S.- 
built Skyhawks took off in quick 
succession. They were joined above 
by four [sraeli-built Kfirs, fying 


past just after Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon and U.S. Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis took the stand, 

As Air Force men, foreign 
military attaches, and Thai and 
other workers watched, Ivri 
transferred the unit's standards to 
the representatives of the two bases. 
An F-16, the kind which downed 
two Syrian MiG-23s last month, 
then took off from a runway. 

The two bases in the Negev have 
replaced the Eitam and Etzion bases 
in Sinai, which were returned to 
Egypt three weeks ago. 

The locations of Ramon, north of

Mitzpe Ramon, and Uvda, north of 
Eilat, are inferior to Eitam and Et- 
zion, When Israel controlled Sinaiit 
dropped plans to build bases in the 
Negev. 

American and Israel officials told 
The Jerusalem Post that in hurrying 
to meet the deadline, the construc- 
tors sacrificed a measure of quality.

Unions reject Aridor move to compensate some workers

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Pathway through the past 


THERE IS open house at the palace 
of the Caliph in East Jerusalem. His 
neighbours including the Byzantine 
housewife with the compact kitchen 
and the fussy Israelites with their 
elaborate ritual baths, are likewise 
receiving guests. 

Fifteen years alter excavations at 
the foot of the Temple Mount got 
under way, the 34-dunam 
archeological site was opened to 
visitors this month on a regular basis 
even Lhough un elaborate program- 
me of restoration and preservation 
is still af least a year from comple- 
tion, Seven times a day, — in 
English, Hebrew or German — 
visitors can descend from Dung 
Gate inte a “time chute” that will take 
them from the 16th-century Turkish 
city walls built by Suleiman the 
Magniticen! to the remains of αι struc- 
ture apparently built by Solomon 
the Wise close to 1000 BCE. 

The time chute consists of 
marked pathways, look-out points 
and signs that will lead the visitors 
and their guides in orderly fashion 
back through the centuries. 

To the uninstructed eye, the ex- 
cavation site is about as inspiring 
is ἃ rock quarry. There is no con- 
fusing the Temple Mount area ex- 
cavations with the Pyramids or the 
Acropolis, What has been found is 
the left-over that even the 
scavengers over the centuries 
couldn't be bothered with. 

None the less, the droppings of 
history packed along the 
southeustern edge of toduy's Old 
City are encyclopedic in their 
breadth. To those for whom 
Jerusalem has spiritual meaning — 
half the world — the site offers a 
more vivid opportunity than was 
ever before availuble, of sensing ina 
meaningful manner the sweep of 
peoples and cultures — from the 
desert Arabs and Persians of the 
east to the Crusaders of the west — 
who were drawn ceaselessly over 
the centuries to his fragile hilkop 
cily. 


ARCHEOLOGIST Meir Ben-Dov 
is directing the restoration and 
preservation programme and his 
decisions have nol. failed to 
arouse controversy among the 
country's archeologists, 

“There is a wide difference in ap- 
proach between preservation and 
restoration,” says Ben-Dov. “In Lta- 
ly they began with total restoration 
— they would even restore a castle 
kitchen and hang a rabbit in it. At 
the other extreme are those who 
eave things exactly as they find 
them. I'm doing something in the 
middle.” : 

About 10 per cent of the site is 
being reconstructed and the rest 
preserved, but Ben-Dov, says that 
the proportion of reconstruction 
my be increased if the public in- 
diewtes a desire for it. “Even for 
archeologists it's difficult to 
recognize objects without 
reconstruction, The Alhambra is 90 
per cent reconstructed, The Egyp- 
tian temples at Luxor and elsewhere 
are alsu reconstructed.” 

The enormous Omayyad palace, 
whose construction began early in 
the 8th century, shortly after the 
Moslem conquest, is one of the 
principal targets of restoration. 
Parts of its walls have been 
heightened in order to make the 
outline of the 7,500 sq.m. building 
clearer. Remains of the bridge from

Scholars believe the palace was 
begun under Caliph Walid 1, who 
ruled the Arab world from 
Damascus. \t presumably was in- 
tended for use by the Arab rulers 
during visits to Jerusalem. A 
papyrus document found in Egypt 
Cells of two carpenters being sent by 
their master to Jerusalem in 711 CE 
for work on a palace. 

Ben-Dov himself thinks the com- 
plex was never completed. By 
mid-century the Omayyads were 
superseded by the Abbasid dynasty, 
which shifted the focus of the Arab 
world (to Baghdad. The Jerusalem 
palace and half a dozen other mas- 
sive Omayyud buildings forming a 
royal precinct eventually disap- 
penred from sight as other civilizn- 
tions built their own structures on 
the ruins. They disappeared also 
from historical memory until the ex- 
cavations conducted by Prof. 
Binyamin Mazar after the Six Day 
War uncovered them, contributing 
signilicantly to the Islamic heritage 
of Jerusalem.

The extensive preservation οἵ 
Islamic structures that even Islamic 
scholars had not known about con- 
(radicts a claim by UNESCO that 
the excavations were designed only 
to explore the Jewish past, says 
Ben-Dov. “Our decisions were 
scientific, not political. 1 decided to 
keep structures from every period." 
If politics had been the measure 
they would simply have removed all 
the Omayyad structures in order to 
expose Israelite layers beneath. 


AS IT IS, the Omayyad structures. 


are the second most prominent ele- 
ment on the site. The first is the re- 
mains of the Herodian or Second 
Temple period, the golden age of 
ancient Jerusalem. The 65m. wide 
staircase leading ‘up to the double 
Hulda Gute of thle Temple Mount 
during that period has been 
restored. Worshippers entered the 
Temple Mount through the triple, 
or eastern, Hulda Gate and 
emerged from the double gate to 
the west. (The order was reversed 
for those in mourning.) 

Beneath these gateways, the

archeologists discovered un- 
derground passageways that had 
been used by the temple priests. 
The passageways extended under 
Al-Aksa, and because of political 
sensitivities, they were sealed up 
several years ago in the presence of 
Wakf (Moslem trust) officials, 


Some Byzantine rooms are bei 
roofed over with wooden beams, ss 
they were originally. (Other periods 
used stone roofs.) The Byzantine 
period, in which Jerusalem thrived, 
is distinguished in the Temple 
Mount area by residential rather 
than monumental construction. "11 
was only when the Temple Mount 
was important, that the area outside 
it was important," Ben-Dov points 
out, 


--——Under_Israelite or Moslem nile, 


the Temple Mount ehvirons wert 
the focus of public architecture — 
wide streets, squares or palaces. 
Under the Byzantines and 
Crusaders, the focus wus elsewhere, 
Visitors can see how a large cistern 
from the Second Temple period, ap- 
parently designed for a public 
building connected with pilgrimage, 
was broken up during the Byzantine 
period to serve individual 
residences built on the site. 

The simple Byzantine houses that 
have been preserved seem to have 
been extremely well-designed. 
Their mosaic tile floors contain 
basin-like indentations in one cor- 
ner for run-off water which could be 
easily sponged out by the 
housewife. In one house, the 
drainage ran from the small kitchen 
to an adjacent toilet, where it was 
treated before joining the public 
sewage system in the street outside. 
Ben-Dov recalls ἃ Tulmudic pas- 
suge from the Byzantine period 
which says that the man whose 
toilet is cluse lo his table is con- 
sidered wealthy — « reference lo 
the kind of indoor plumbing seen 
here. 


MAKING the sile coherent to ἃ 
visitor is difficult, because of its 
topographical und historical com- 
plexity. “In Egypt or in the Roman 
Forum you see the remains of one 
period spread out over a large 
tract,”’ stys Ben-Dov. “Jerusalem's 
story is vertical.” 7 

The walkway through the site 
begins gn the purupet of the Turkish 
walls at Dung Gate. It carries the 
visitor to a Crusader tower beneath 
Al-Aksa where u metal map gives 4 
sketchy notion of what lies below. 
Metal staircases and gravelled 
pathways carry the visitor down 
through the Moslem, Byzantine, Se- 
cond and Firat Temple periods an 
all those in between.

is to be relieved by plants and trees. 
Apart from aesthetic considerations 
— the greenery will set off the dun- 
coloured architectural elements — 
these will help reduce glare. Fruit 
trees and vines will be: planted in 
residential courtyards. Two cedars 
outside Hulda Gate will serve as a 
reminder of the role played by the 
cedars and artisans of Phoenicia — 
the Lebanon of today — in the con- 
struction of the First Temple. 

The naked stone walls of both the 
ancient palaces and humble 
residences the visitor ‘today sees 
were originally covered by plaster, 
often coloured and decorated, Ben- 
Dov has begun covering selected 
walls from various periods in plaster 
to indicate whal they were like.

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RISHON LEZION CENTENNIAL 


MOST OF Rishon Lezion's 100,000 
residents think of their town as a 
dormitory suburb of Tel Aviv, 
where they work and go for enter- 
tainment. But Rishonites have 
reason to be proud of their town. 

Long before the First Zionist 
Congress, Jewish idealists settled 
the town. Uri Porat, the veteran 
journalist who is now the prime 
minister's spokesman, has 
researched the history of their 
moshava and says “the pioneers 
who came here were highly 
motivated, they had a special 
character. 


“This is why nearly every first in 
the country happened in Rishon,” 
says Porat. The town claims the first 
Hebrew kindergarten and school. 
The national anthem Hatikva was 
written in Rishon, and the first 
national flag flown there. Ben- 
Gurion organized the country's first 
strike αἱ the Rishon winery. Only 
people with character, Porat notes, 
could have successfully revolted, as 
the first settlers did, aguinst the of- 
ficiuls of Baron Rothschild. 

Rishon sabras in their seventies 
and eighties speak what Porat calls 
“Ben-Yehuda Hebrew,” and the 
town's veterans have a high-handed 
attitude towards more recent set- 
tlers, referred to as “the new- 
comers,’ “night residents" and 
other less printable terms. Before 
Operation Magic Carpet, there was 
an influx of Yemenite settlers and 
then a second one with the airlift 
from Yemen. The “moshava™ grew 
from a population of 25,000 in 1961. 
to 50,000 in 1970 and then has 
doubled again. 

Herzl Street divides the city in 
two, The veterans call the east side 
the “real Rishon,” and the west side 
has a more modern flavour with its 
high-rise apartments. 

The older downtown area of four 
square blocks or so is considered 
the centre of town and includes the 
mall, town hall, the central syn- 
agogue, Rishon’s central park, the 
winery and other historical land- 
marks, It is a place to walk around 
in and enjoy the town's special at- 
mosphere.

THE PARLIAMENT SESSIONS 
are always interesting and usunlly 
heated. This is because of the 
character of its members, most of 
whom were born and raised in 
Rishon. When it comes to politics, 
they tend to disagree. Their 
language is peppered with quaint 
Hebrew words not used elsewhere 


‘and expressions in Yiddish, Turkish, 


Arabic, French and English. 

The parllament never reaches un- 
animous decisions on its proposals, 
according to Porat. Sometimes a 
session ends, because some 
members become offended anu 
simply watk out. a 

The procedure for becoming a 
parliamentarian ia similar to enter- 
ing the House of Lords in England 
— by inheritance, Porat proudly 
points out tht some parliamen- 
tarians are fourth-generation 
Rishonites, whose great- 
grandfathers were among those who 
met on the steps of the central syn- 
agogue, 

Porat says though that about 20 
per cent of the parliamentariuns are 
“added ones,” such as the present 
mayor, Hunania Gibstein, and his 
predecessor, the late Arye Sheftel. 

It would seem logical that with 
the increase in Rishon's population, 
there should be more parliamen- 
tarians. However, the opposite is 
(rue. Evidently, colour television 
and other entertainment keep peo- 
ple away. 

Until Porat took leave from the 
parliament to become the prime 
minister's spokesman, he would 
regularly print the minutes of the 
parliament's sessions in Yediot 
Ahuaronot. He also persuaded Army 
Radio to have a five-minute weekly 
programme with the parliamen- 
λας. which is browcast every 
Sunday aller the three o'clock 
news, The programme is now enter- 
ing its fourth year. 

In the most recent parliament 
meeting, the tones were heated, as 
usual, the topic being the state 
funeral for the bones of the Bar 
Kochba fighters. Some members 
opposed the ceremony, but the 
general consensus was that the 
government was right, and that the 
press has been cynical,

WHEN HENRY KISSINGER was 
secretary of state, he used to make a 
point of meeting regularly with his 
former academic colleagues in 
order to exchange ideas on the 
burning foreign policy questions of 
the day. It was not only a 
stimulating intellectual exercise for 
the former Harvard University 
professor. 

Kissinger fully appreciated the 
importance of staying on gacd 
ferms with the respected ivory 
tower elite. In the U.S,, they often 
can have clout. 

Alexander Haig, who served as 
Kissinger's top deputy on the 
National Security Council during 
the first term of the Nixon Ad- 
ministration, has tried to emulate 
his former boss in many areas since 
becoming secretary of state some 16 
months ago, On many occasions, of 
course; Haig is not all that succes- 
sful. Still, like Kissinger, Haig has 
sought (to cultivate key academic 
public opinion moulders. 


THE SECRETARY may not have 
Kissinger’s academic credentials — 
he’s a former military man — but he 
Jearned his lessons well under the 
master public opinion manipulator, 

That helps to explain why Haig 
agreed to a private, off-the-record 
meeting at Georgetown University 
on May 10 with some 20 of 
America’s leading academic 
authorities on the Middle East. 
Those invited were asked not to 
breathe ἃ word of the session to out- 
siders, especially not to the press. 
indeed, no one was even to mention 
that the nearly three-hour session — 
all of-which was devoted exclusively 
to the Middle East — had taken 
place. 

But it's extremely difficult — if

not impossible — to keep such a 
secret in Washington when 50 many 
people are involved. Cocktail gossip 
of the unusual meeting spread, 
although no actual news reports 
about it have been published — un- 
til now. 

There was a wide spectrum of 
opinion represented in the room, 
ranging from the ultra-Arabists to 
others clearly sympathetic to the 
Israeli cause. Whatever their per- 
sonal views, most of the scholars 
there were recognized heavyweights 
in their field. 

Among those attending were Ber- 


. nard Lewis of the Institute for Ad- 


vanced Studies at Princeton; Nadav 
Safran of Harvard; Steve Spiegel of 
UCLA; William Quandt of the 
Brookings Institution; Peter Krogh, 
Dean of the Georgetown University 
School of Foreign Service; and J.B. 
Kelly, the British authority on the 
Persian Gulf. 

Others with a considerably more 
pro-Arab slant included Michael 
Hudson, director of Georgetown's 
Centre for Contemporary Arab 
Studies; Dean Brown, president of 
the Middle East Institute; and 
Malcolm Kerr of UCLA, who is 
about to become president of the 
American University of Beirut. 

According to sources present 
during the meeting, Haig did most 
of the listening as each of the 
academicians offered rather predic- 
fable (and fengihy) recommenda- 
tions on the proper course of U.S. 
policy in the region. “It was mostly 
a lobbying effort," one source said. 

Later, several professors praised 
Haig for demonstrating α solid grasp

of the sensitive issues involved — 
even if they disagreed with his con- 
clusions. The secretary, probably 
sensing that whatever he might say 
eventually would be leaked to the 
news media, was described as 
deliberately cautious.

BUT HAIG reportedly was open 
enough with the group to indicate 
rather clearly that he was much 
more concerned about Israeli policy 
toward Lebanon than he was about 
events on the West Bank and in the 
Gaza Strip. 

Indeed, according to several 
sources present, the secretary 
implied very strongly that he was 
prepared to give Israel a relatively 
free hand in trying lo promote its 
Sharon-Milson civilian administra- 
tion in the territorles — within 
reason — provided that Israel did 
nol undertake any major military 
move against PLO and Syrian forces 
in Lebanon, 

Since then, other U.S. officials 
privy to Haig’s views, have ex- 
plained that a real rupture of the 10- 
month cease-fire along the Israeli- 
Lebanese frontier had the potential 
of leading to an all-out war in the 
tegion — one that could drag in 
Syria and other Arab countries. The 
dangers flowing from controversial 
Israeli actions on the West Bank 
and Gaza, were, of course, very 


serious, they said, but clearly more 
limited than an all-out confronta- 
tion in Lebanon. 


WITH THE POSSIBLE exception 
of President Roriald Reagan, Haig 
is still widely regarded as Israel's 
best friend in the administration. 
Sources present at the Georgetown 
meeting confirmed thia assessment. 
“He seems to be a genuine friend of 
Israel," one of them said. The 
Arabists were visibly disappointed 
by what they had heard. | 

GOING BEYOND the narrow mat- 
ter of Israel, Haig's overall stature 
has increased in recent weeks, 
mostly at the expense of Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger. 
Somewhat surprisingly, the 
secretary of state even appears to 
have emerged from his ill-fated 
Falkland Island mediatory shuttle in 
good shape, perhaps even stronger 
than before. Many people here 
simply feel he made a valiant, well- 
intentioned effort — for which he 
deserves credit. 

Haig has gone out on a limb in 
trying to improve U.S.-Israeli rela- 
tlons these past few weeks, Ac- 
cording to his aides, he wants the 
U.S.-imposed suspension on the 
Strategic Cooperation Memorand- 
um of Understanding with Israel 
lifted. 

The specific details, U.S. of- 
ficials ssid, will probably be 
worked out during Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon's talks at the 
Pentagon and the State Depart- 
ment, scheduled for May 25. At this 
Stage, the tentative plan is for the 


suspension — originally imposed as 
“punishment” against Isrnel for ex. 
tending its law to the Golan Heights 
last December — to be lifted for- 
mally during Prime Minister 
Menachem Boegin’s visit to 
Washington during the-second half: 
of June, “We'll have to give Begin 
something,” one U.S. official said, 


BUT THERE may be a price. The 
Americans are hoping that Isreel, in 
exchange, will agree to resume the 
stalled autonomy negotiations in 
Washington, at least for the time be- 
ing. U.S. officials are anxiously try- 
ing to find some sort of face-saving 
formula to fudge the sticky matter 


—of_Ierusalem as a site for such talks, 


Exactly how τη εν BE émeis: 
still unknown, 

Haig is not alone right now in 
wanting to ease the strain between 
Washington and Jerusalem. Reagan 
and other high White House of- 
ficiala are very well aware of their 
deteriorated standing among 
Israel's friends in the U.S., especial- 
ly in the Jewish community. With 
crucial congressional elections 
coming up in November, staying on 
good terms with Israel becomes an 
increasingly more important item on 
the U.S, foreign policy agenda. 

So right now, Haig's personal 
views seem to dovetail very nicely 
with the political wishes of the 
White House. That's a negative fac- 
tor for Weinberger and others with 
a less friendly attitude toward 
Israel. 

But all bets will be off if Israel 
moves into Lebanon, and what hap- 
pens afler November could be yet 
another story.

FOR AT LEAST two weeks now 
rumours have abounded thal ull was 
not well with the West Bank civilian 
administration and its chief vizier, 
Menahem Milson. 

Twenty-five veteran staff officers 
in the civilian administration wrote 
him a letter (which was leaked to 
the press), a copy of which was sent 
to the Defence Ministry, complain- 
ing that he was ignoring their 
professional experience. 

Edrlier last week, following a 
report thal Milson was to be dismis- 
sed, official sources tn the Defence 
Ministry “denied any knowledge of 
such an intention,” but they would 
not deny it outright. 

“T can't argue with a denial from 
the ministry," said one senior 
Defence Ministry official, “but in 
my opinion it's only a matter of 
time.” 

In the seven months that Milson 
has been in office, his name has 
become inseparably linked with 
what has been happening on the 
West Bank, 

Milson has argued, as have many 
of those close to him, that it is too 
early to pass judgment on his efforts 
to take on and undermine the PLO's 
political stranglehold of the Palesti- 
nian population in the West Bank. 
Theoretically, that might be fair and 
true. But it does seem as though 
events have overtaken him and the 
policies with which he has, willy nil- 
ly, become associated. 


IT 18 ALWAYS unfair to ex- 
amine events through the prism of 
one man's personality — particular- 
ly if he is not a politician bul a civil 
servant with circumscribed powers. 
But it is unfortunately true — par- 
ticularly in this part of the world — 
that perceptions are at feast as im- 
portant'as the objective reality, 
“The number one problem is his 
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When the mud sticks 


ersonality,” said one staff officer 
last week, That statement could and 
should be dismissed if it represented 
the view of only one man. But 
Milson has managed to irritate 
employees in the civil administra- 
tion, senior staff officers with 
whom he must work in the area, of- 
ficers and officials in the Defence 
Ministry and army headquarters in 
Tel Aviv — fet alone the Arabs in 
the area and the local and foreign 
press which has, by and large, been 
hastile. 

According to many officials, 
Milson has failed to satisfy the ex- 
pectations he and his promoters 
(who are now silent) initially 
generated. 

In particular, he has not proved 
an able administrator they say, an 
essential requirement in ἃ 
bureaucratic organization which is 
used to being led by capable and ex- 
perienced army officers with years 
of staff experience and often with 
the charisma and peppery per- 
sonality that comes with rank and 
battlefield command. 

This opinion of Milson is shared 
by some academic associ- 
ates who, while expressing personal 
admiration and sympathy, add that 
Milson was not a good ad- 
ministrator when he headed the 
Institue for Asian and African 
Studies at the Hebrew University, 

By comparison, the military of- 
ficials point to the performance in 
Gaza of Tat-Aluf Yosef Lunz, a 
former governor of Nablus and 
Ramallah, who is both military 
commander and civilian ad- 
ministrator.

He still 
controls a substantial part of the 
budget allocated for the area, and 
has shied away from any publicity.

floor below his office) have in- 


creased Sharon's reliance on him. 

In addition, since West Bank 
policy is not the sole responsibility 
of the defence minister, the prime 
minister's adviser on terror, Chief of 
Staff Rafael Eitan — is said to have 
some influence on what is done in 
an area thal Milson must regard as 
“his patch.” 

Milson, of course, has access to 
the minister, but what with Sharon's 
recent pre-occupations with Yamit, 
the Sinai withdrawal, Taba and 
various political and military crises, 
communication has been by 
telephone. 

This was almost patronizingly un- 
derlined in a Defence Ministry an- 
nouncement at the beginning of the

PROMISES, PROMISES. Labour 
Party chairman Shimon Peres and 
Knesset faction head Moshe Shahal 
came within an eyelash of bringing 
down the government last week. 
But they may find it even more dif- 
ficult to deliver the promised “safe” 
seats on the next Alignment ticket 
to Likud defectors Amnon Linn and 
Yitzhak Peretz. The first signs of op- 
position come from Tel Aviv 
strongman EHahu Spelser, of the 
party’s Yahday faction, who has 
served notice that he will not go 
nlong with the deal. 


CAMPAIGN PLEDGE. The 
government's viclory in Wednes- 
day's confidence vote has not 
slowed talk of early elections. And 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
seems to be itching for a fight. He 
told his friends that he plans to 
barnstorm all over the country dur- 
ing the next campaign, and that 
Peres and his allies “won't know 
what hit them.” Likud hopes are 
buoyed by a recent poll, which gave 
them 59 seats in the I1th Knesset. 


WHILE THE MICE PLAY. Ezer 
Weizman had to follow the latest 
Knesset cliff-hanger by long dis- 
tance. Our most famous pilot was in 
London last week, on a short vaca- 
tion with his wife Reuma.

THE SENSE OF CENSORSHIP. 
London's Sunday Times last week 
reported that a senior officer in the 
military censor's office expressed 
surprise that Two Minutes Over 
Baghdad, a new book on Isruel 
nuclear policy, was cleared for 
publication. That work was co- 
authored by three Israelis — Dr. 
Michael Hendel of the Hebrew 
University, HU graduate student 
(and reportedly ex-Air Force of- 
ficer) Uri Bar-Yosef; and Praf. 
Amos Perlmutter of the American 
University in Washington, D.C. 

There was also surprise from 
journalist Eli Teicher, whose None 
Will Survive Us — The Story of 
israel’s A-Bomb was banned by the 
centre back in 1980. Teicher. who 
wrote the book wilh A‘sa/im ednor 
Ami Doron, told me thut afier hear- 
ing of the publication of the new 
book, he'd asked the censur to 
review its 1980 decision. That bid 
was denied, and Teicher says he's 
consulting his atlorneys before 
launching an appeal.

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PEOPLE IN POLITICS 


“MY HUSBAND is really too de- 
cent a person to be in politics. [ 
keep urging him to drop it all, but 
he insists that if there is any hope 
for Israeli society, peaple who care 
have to get involved and ity to 
change things from within. You see, 
he is still an idealist." 

Anat Skoler was talking of 
Ya'ucov (Yaki) Skoler, deputy 
chairman of the Ramat Hasharon 
local council and soon-to-be- 
chairman of Young Herut. 

I have known the couple (both 
aged 33) for some years, through 
Anat's job as director of the Likud' 
external relations department, and 
regard them us Herutniks with a dif- 
ference, 

The soft-spoken, amiable hus- 
band und his attractive, more outgo- 
ing wife are not the kind of raving 
Revisionists one finds among the 
elders of their movement. With 
their three lovely children — No’a 
(nine), Dor (five) and Lihi (one) — 
and their pleasant Ramat Hasharon 
aparlment, they could be the. 
“Ideal Couple, Israel 1982." 

They met whil. studying al Tel 
Aviv University; she attended a 
series of lectures on Eretz Yisrael he 
gave as student union education and 
information chief. When 1 quipped 
that she had found Mr, Right on the 
right, Anat rejoined: “Yes, he was 
Mr. Right, but 1 have always been 
more right-wing than him," 

One has to look into their 
backgrounds to understand why 
both gravitated to the right wing of 
the political spectrum. Yaki was 
born in a DP camp near Munich to 
Parents who had managed to sur- 
vive the Holocaust by taking refuge 
in the forests. His father's family 
had belonged to a community of 
Jewish farmers in Poland, 

The Skolers came on aliya in 
951, and Yaki's father first raisea 
cattle, then became a partner in a 
Netanya hotel. He died when Yaki 
wes at Tel Aviv's Tichon Hadash 
high school. 


COMPLETING his army service in 
the signal corps, Yaki enrolled at 
Tel Aviv University's law school 
and quickly found himself drawn 
into student activities, It was during 
those years — 1969, 1970 and 197! 
— that a nucleus of Herut students 
Caught on to the right-wing surge 
among their fellow students, which 
hasn’t let up to this day. 

Skoler gravitated to the Herut 
faction, partly as a result of his 
home environment: his mother had 
been a fervent Revisionist in 
Poland, and home was a place 
where Jabotinsky's portrait and 
writings could be found. 

In the law school cafeteria where 
the Herut take-over of the students’ 
union was planned, he found 
himself drawn to three fellow law 
students -- Michael Kleiner, 
Michael Eitan and Ronnig Milo. 
Soon they became fast friends and 
coopted Michael Reiser, who was 
busy with labour studies, 


ONE WONDERS what their law 
school dean, Prof. Amnon Rubin- 
stein, thinks today as he looks from 
his Knesset seat on the Shinui bench 
across the floor at his former 
trouble-making students on the 
government benches — Milo is 
Herut Knesset faction chairman, 
Reiser is Herut organization chief, 
Kleiner is one of the more vocal 
super-hawks. (Outgoing Young 
Herut chief Eitan is hovering in the 
wings us No. 49 on the Likud list.) 

While Milo, the accepted leader, 
took the union chairmanship, 
Skeler took over information and 
education. That's when he met

part of their Aevra, largely because 
she had been Milo's class-mate al 
Tichon Hadash. 


SITTING IN HER eighth floor flat, 
coping with an energetic toddler 
and a precocious five-year-old while 
serving a delicious cheese cuke she 
had baked, Anat said that Milo had 
always been a politician, even back 
in school. She spoke admiringly of 
the tolerant climate at Tichon 
Hadash, which was well known for 
being inclined to the left while en- 
couraging young minds to remain 
open to other ideas, 

She had a solid Histadrut 
background — a sabra brought up 
in the home of a founder of the Dan 
bus cooperative in Shikun Dan. 
“Those were the days when mothers 
preferred bus drivers to doctors as 
sons-in-law.") Although her parents 
always voted Mapai, her father's 
maximalist sympathies planted 
seeds in the daughter's mind. 

During her army service as a 
wireless operator with the Southern 
Command, Anat found herself ac- 
lively engaged in the war of attri- 
tion, “I was one of four girl wireless 
operators accompanying 40 
Paratroopers on the Karame 
Operation. To my surprise, [ was not 
afraid. When then-chief-of-staff 


Haim Bar-Lev appeared, he noticed - 


my red scarf peering out beneath 
my helmet, and joshed me about 
“making red spots.”

This ls the way nutritionist and 
cookbook author Lilian Cornfeld 
reacts to her own and her publisher- 
author husband Gaalya's ap- 
proaching 80th birthday celebra- 
tions, One is to be a picnic luncheon 
on May 29 hosted by ari gallery 
‘owner Horace Richter on his Jaffa 
home roof with guests bringing their 
own food. A second will be 
tendered by the Tel Aviv Sheraton 
when chefs of different hotels wilt 
be invited to name a dish in Lilian's 
honour. 

The Jerusalem Post food colum- 
nist avows she can wear the same 
clothes as years ago — and does. At 
almost 80, her days are fuller than 

hs τ τὐοοὺ π᾿ 
“have never been bored in my 
life. I wish only that I could wake up 
some morning without a thousand 
things to do,” she suys with 
emphasis. 

Emphasis is very much a 
characteristic of Lilian Cornfeld’s 
dramatic intonation. The most 
benign statemeni uttered by her 
emerges as an exclamation, a 
pronouncement, accusation or 
headline. 

Always surprised and surprising, 
Lilian, in the words of her [riends, is 
a marvel of energy, goodness and 
daring. Believed by them to be self- 
confident and capable of practically 
anything, she is known to disregard 
closed doors, hospital rules and 
police lines. Nothing is out of 
bounds in her world and no amount 
of exaggeration regarding her 
capabilities — as one friend put it — 
is really exaggerution. 

Up at the crack of dawn summer 
and winter, both Cornfelds ar- 
rive at the Tel Aviv beach at 6.00 
am. After a precise 40-minute 
swim, they are back home on 
Hayarkon Street, Lihan preparing 4 
vitumin-packed breakfast and 
Gaalya returning to his academic 
pursuits. 

Scion of a scholarly Rumanian 
Zionist family, Gualyz, born in 
Palestine, has published numerous 
works on archeological and biblical 
subjects which have been translated 
into many languages — including 
Japanese. His latest, The Historical 
Jesus, is the basis of a TY program- 
me filmed by German television. 

Always on the run, Lilian is ab- 
solutely undone if she finds out she 
has missed a single small or big hap- 
pening.

visiting or entertaining. Guests are 
constantly intrigued by the variety 
of dishes Lilian produces in her 
small kitchen, as she pivots from 
sink to stove to refrigerator without 
taking a single step. 

“T'm health-minded,” she says, 
offering oatmeal cookies made of 
wheal germ, oil (unsaturated of 
course), and sunflower seeds. No 
gpas,,no-flour-she boasts, and so 
éasy to: prepare. . You .justzanix 
everything together, make four 
rolls, slice and bake. ᾿ 

Is it edible, too? One bile is suf- 
ficient to allay any doubts.

Lilian 
anyway had been collecting recipes 
from her childhood and. later, from 
different ethnic groups. 

The couple mei shortly after 
Lilian emigrated from Canada with 
a group of Young Judeans. They 
were both 20. Two years later they 
were married. 

After the birth of their son, 
Givon, now a music publisher, 
Gaalya's work took him to the U.S. 
and Lilian used the opportunity to 
take a three-year course in dietetics 
at Columbia University. Upon her 
return here, she planned diets for 
WIZO institutions in border settle- 
ments and, in 1938, initiated weekly 
radio broadcasts on diet. 

Lilian Cornfeld's amazing career 
included a stint as chief dietician for 
UNRRA in the Middle East, when 
she was in charge of 20 kitchens 
feeding 35,000 refugees daily in El 
Shatta, Egypt. During World War I] 
she “fed the U.S. army and 
American Red Crass-in-Palestine,” 
as she puls it, despite great danger 
to her life. ᾿ 

During the War of Liberation, 
Lilian volunteered to take over the 
army kitchen in the Negev and was 
shot in the leg by the first Egyptian 
plane to fly overhead, She keeps the 
shrapnel to prove it, but points out 
resentfully that she never received 
government compensation because 
she was working ag a voluntecr. 


AMONG HER other pioneering 
feats, she counts her teaching the 
first courses in typing, physical 
education and sports at the Evelina 
de Rothschild School in Jerusalem 
and establishing the first playground 
in the Old City. Back in 1922, she 
set up the first girl scout camp on 


Mount Carmel, to which 30 girls 
from the Old City were sent for a 
two-week stay. 

“We lived on kvaker (Quaker 
oats),”” Lilian recalls. “f was not yet 
a dietician but 1 knew we vould sur- 
vive on that. The Palestine Police 
guarded us at night and helped the 
girls build latrines. We hud to do 
everything else ourselves — build 
everything from nothing.” 

She alse gave the first course in 
divlelics lo nurses and kilehen 
managers from 30 kibbutzim. She 
pramoted fish fillet dishes — then 
unknown here — by preparing 35 
different varieties in her kitchen 
and bringing them lo Tel Aviv 
cafes for display. She began to lec- 
ture on the nutritional value of food 
to chefs at the Dan Hotel, and later 
helped hotel managers plan their 
menus. 

“I'd rather cook than write," she 
says, but nevertheless, she has 
produced 13 cookbooks in 
numerous editions, including the 
section on kosher cookery in a 
series published by the Time and 
Life company. She introduced a 
diet regimen for heart patients and 
the elderly in food columns she 
wrote for 18 years in the Post, in 
Ha'aretz (for four years) and in 
Ma‘ariv for 12 years. a 

About aging, Gaalya Cornfeld 
says, “I have no attitude — J go on 
doing the same things.” 

Lilian: "I think you can doa lol to 
help yourself by cating the correct 
food on time, not overeating, exer- 
cising outdoors. Also, by having 
obligations and sticking to a 
routine. 

“Buy products in season, filter 
the water, cook with a minimum of 
sall and a minimum of fried foods, 
include high Vitamin C content and 
something fresh and uncooked at 
every meal.” 

Keep yourself occupied and keep 
in touch with people, Have obliga- 
tions to which you stick 
religiously.” 

Lilian certainly practises what she 
preaches.- : 

The Cornfeld's son, Givon, their 
grand-daughter, who is a harp- 
sichordist, and grandson, who is ἃ 
cellist with the Atlanta Symphony 
orchestra, will be coming from 
abroad to celebrate the oc- 
togenerian birthdays.

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EVENTUALLY, NOVELIST Yael wildlife in the prison — and fed 


Lotan became convinced that Amos 
Orion had not committed the 
murder for which he had been 
sentenced to life imprisonment in 
1972. But by then, Orion, who was 
pardoned by President Navon after 
serving only eight-and-a-half years 
behind bars, was dead, his dis- 
membered corpse recovered from 
beneath the shifting sands of 
Ashdod. Lotan, who had inter- 
viewed Orion extensively between 
his release from prison and his 
murder, continued after the dis- 
covery of the corpse to probe into 
Orion's past and character, smerg- 
ing with The Life and Death of Amos 
Orion, which is to be published by 
Adam publishers in Hebrew this 
month. 

[t was an abrupt, sharp fascina- 
tion with Orion, from his first 
laconic television appearance short- 
ly after his release, that propelied 
Lotan towards her private investiga- 
tion, “I was never interested in 
crime, murder, criminals, But he 
was clearly an unusual, remarkable 
person.” 

Orion had always denied respon- 
sibility for the 1971 murder of 
Brinks dispatcher Dov Livne in the 
attempted robbery of the Brinks in- 
stallation in the basement of the 
Shalom Tower in Tel Aviv in 1971. 
He later implied that the leaders of 
the Yemenite Gang (Kenufiar 
Kerem Hateimanin’) — Tuvia Oshri 
and Rahumim Aharoni — had 
probably carried out that aborted 
robbery and deliberately framed 
him for it. 

The theme of revenge dominated 
the 97 days between Orion's pardon 
in April 1980 and his death, 
alongside his friend Azar Cohen, in 
Oshri's Bar Bakar meat factory in 
- Bal Yam. Clearly, in those last days, 
Orion had hounded Oshri and 
Aharoni. Threatening blackmail 
and extortion und perhaps physical 
attack, 

Oshri lust year was convicted of 
the murder of Orion. Aharoni fled 
the country but wus eventually ap- 
prehended in Italy und extradited. 
His trial for his part in the Orion- 
Cohen murder began this week. 


IN HER ATTEMPT to uncover the 
workings of Orion's mind and heart 
and the truth behind his conviction, 
Loian spent a year anda half talking 
to his friends and fellow convicts, ta 
policemen and jail wardens, to 
Fudges and advocates, and 
meticulously examining all the 
evidence in the case. 

“Guilty persons can fool their 
lawyers, the police, their friends and 
family for a very long time," she says, 
“but they can't fool their fellow 
prisoners, not in the long run. And. 
everybody in Ramle jail believed 
that Orion was innocent, the 
warders as well as his fellow 
prisoners. Albert Hayut, the prison‘ 
governor, loved him." 

One of the people she talked to 
wus Prof. David Libai, the lawyer 
who represented Orion, free of 
charge, in his unsuccessful appeal to 
the Supreme Court, 

“Orion wasn't religious, But he 
frequently resorted to religious 
imagery," says Lotan. “In a letter to 
Libai, he once compared himself to 
korban hapessah, the paschal lamb." 
And this was a role he had grown 
accustomed to, accepted. He loved 
wild animals, and did not care for 
domestic ones. Η͂ 

“In prison,” says Lotan, “Orion 
collected the occasional leaves that 
drifted into the exercise yard 
through the wire-mesh enclosure. 
He lold me he once found a feather, 
which he treasured. He often. 
watched the lizards — the only real 
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them, and gave them names.” 
Libai himself told Lotan: “Over 
the years I have developed a fine 
ear for protestations of Innocence, a 
musical ear. If I were to put Orion's 
claim on a scale running from black 
guilt to white innocence, my intui- 
tion tells me he was the whitest 
client I ever had.” " 


IN ONE OF his frequent letters 
from Ramle prison to then Supreme 
Court Justice Haim Cohn Orion 
wrote: “You gave Jesus Christ a 
new trial. Now, how about me?" He 
was referring to the Judge's scholar- 
ly legal-historical work, The Trial 
and Death of Jesus. 

Just as consistently as he main- 
tained that he was guiltless of the 
Brinks crime, Orion refused to sign 
requests for a pardon, always 
demanding a retrial, 

“Asking for a pardon, he felt, 
would have been an admission of 
guilt,” says Lotan. “He sat for a 
crime he didn*t commit, and even- 
tually he died because of it." 

Announcing the pardon of Amos 
Orion, Justice Minister Shmuel 
Tamir would not disclose the 
reason, saying only that it was based 
on “an unprecedented recommen- 
dation.” According to Lotan, the 
recommendation was made by 
Haim Cohn, at that time acting 
president of the Supreme Court. 

On his release in April 1980, 
Orion told reporters that “my task is 
to find the reat murderers,” 

When TV reporter Dan Semama 
usked Orion to sum up his eight- 
and-a-half years in prison, he 
replied with one word: “pisurin — 
suffering.”

LOTAN then contacted a lawyer 
who had been connected 
with the case and asked him if he 
could arrange for her to meet 
Orion. A few weeks later he came to 
her Jerusalem flat, and thus begana 
series of talks in which she “came to 
know him at least a little, Nobedy ἢ 
think really knew him, he was too 
withdrawn, too, taciturn,” 

She had some eight to 10 
meetings with Orion over a period 
of three weeks, and estimates that 
their talks totalled between 40 and 
50 hours. 

“At first he was very taciturn, 
closed,” she says. Later she tearned 
that until the age of nine he had 
been a virtual muie, and in his teens 
he had a strong stammer. She found 
him to be “the most grateful of 
Persons and the most un- 
domesticated. 1 began by pitying 
him and ended up admiring him im- 
mensely — his character, his 
strength, his Intellect, his rigid prin- 
ciples." 


AMOS ORION was born Andrezej 
Wojnowski in Poland in 1947. His 
mother deserted him and he was - 
adopted by a Catholic woman who 
brought him up in her own faith until 
1957, when she brought him to 
Israel and told him he was a Jew. 
But it was not until several years 
later that she revealed that he was 
only her adopted son. Asa result he 
left home, from then on earning his 
own keep and living on the margin 
of society. E 

“His adoptive mothor probably 
loved him in her own way,” Says 
Lotan, “Ὅτι they had an unsatisfac- 
{ory relationship.” 

However, he tried several tines 
through her and through the 
Ministry of Interior to discover his 
true identity, but to no avail, 

“The problei of his identity dis- 
turbed him all his life, as did the in- 
itial rejection by his natural mother. . 
{ wouidn’t say he was mentally ill.

But psychologically he was deeply, 
irreparably wounded — though at 
the same time very strong.” 

He enlisted in the IDF, where he 
served as a driver.

She was released a month 
later, but Orion was held until the 
trial, which began in September 1972 
and ended on January 11, 1973, with 
his conviction and sentence to life 
imprisonment. 


DURING HIS YEARS in jail, 
Orion made a point of not accepting 
all the regular amenities enjoyed by 
well-behaved convicts — hot 
showers, better foud, watching 
television. He told Lotan that he 
had refused these things because 
“he wanted 10 receive nothing that 
the authorities could take away ata 
whim." 

But there were other reasons — 
Orion cultivated asceticism, and he 
was a vegetarian. Lotan believes 
that his refusal of cooked meals was 
connected with a neurosis about 
cleanliness. “He hated anything 
dirty, and he was afraid that any 
food processed in the prison kitchen 
was unclean." 

The only tuxury Orion allowed 
himself in prison was books: He 
spent any cash he got hold of on 
buying them. He was “widely, but 
selectively" read. He didn't like 
novels, He inclined to philosophy 
and read Pascal, Gershom Scholem 
on Shabbetai Zvi, and especially 
Sartre and other existentialists, 

But he also studied law and the 
philosophy of law. “δ would argue 
these subjects endlessly with Haim 
Cohn when the judge came to the 
prison on his routine visits. They 
became strangely close,’ says 
Lotan, 

Meanwhile, Orion was turning 
into a tough avenger, “a man bent 
on hunting down those who had 
set him up, and had let him ait for 
almost a decade for a crime he had 
not committed and for which, he 


In Lotan’s view, however, Orion 
was a hunter “with a twist. He was 
no killer, he had never murdered 
anyone, probably couldn't. No, he 
wanted to threaten, torment end 
provoke Oshri and Aharon into do- 
ing something so irreparable, so in- 
ctiminating that it would bring 
about their own destruction.”

“He wasn't the sort of person you 
asked about things he didn't want to 
talk about. But he dropped hints. 
Once he said, ‘Something terrible 
has to happen before everything is 
cleared up.” 11 sounded apocalyptic, 
and 1 didn't like it. And he said, 
‘Fear is only when you are afraid to 
look something squarely in the eye. 
When you look at something, 
“however terrible, without flinching 
— then you lose your fear." 

Another time she referred to the 
possibility that he might sue for 
compensation for spending so long 
in jail for a crime he never commit- 
ted.

Bank Leumi head urges fiscal reforms

THE PLANT. manufacturing every 
COnridfgseur’s favourite jam in 
Israel, Beit Yitshak 778, went 
broke, and was only saved from 
closure by its sale six weeks ago to a 
new group, one of whom — 
Ya'akov Pollak — is the new 
managing director. 

[t is, surprisingly, a small factory, 
with only 25 employees. Its ups and 
downs had homely causes, 
characteristic of family-sized under- 
takings. The enterprise was founded 
almost by accident. The Isaacs 
family and the Benjamin family im- 
migrated from England in the 1950s, 
tried their hand at farming in 
Moshav Beit-Yitzhak, and failed 
(tomatoes being in over-supply ut 
the time). 


So they started making jam. Joe 
and Fay Isaacs occupied holding 
No. 77 in the village, Hershel and 
Coral Benjamin occupied holding 
No. 78 — hence the designation 778 
on the labels. Fay and Coral are 
sisters, their homes were their fac- 
tory. In due course the cowshed 
became a storehouse, a workplace 
was added to it. 

The Benjamins did not take kind- 
ly to this line of business. Hershel 
eventually became secretary of the 
Caesarea golf club, and they left the 
settlement. In 1969 the government 
urged Beit Yitshak to export. After 
negotiations, the Israel Finance 
Corporation {a subsidiary of the 
state-owned Industrial Develop- 
ment Bank) bought a half-share. 
The company acquired the status of 
an approved enterprise, and exports 
began. : 

The little plant did well, but by 
1975 Joe and Fay were feeling their 
age. Their children were not in- 
terested in taking over. The son 
married a girl from America and 
went to live there.

Surrounded by flowers and 
creeping-plants, it gives the under- 
taking a festive air. The Benjamin's 
old house next door on plot 78 
serves us the compuny office. 

What of the Future? Beit Yitshak 
778 supplies a relatively 
sophisticated circle of customers, 
thanks to its high standards. Assis 
and Vita products are cheaper. A 
pot of 778 plum jam costs (at my 
local grocery) IS 23.50, Vita and As- 
sis sell theirs for [S 19.50 — but in a 
450-gram jar. If we reduce the size 
to 350 grams, like the 778, the price 
would be 15 15, 

Beit Yitshak concentrates on 
chunky jams and does not fear the 
competition of the other two, who 
supply a less demanding market. 
Where direct competition exists is 
in the newly-started imports from 
Eastern Europe, which provide 
good-quality, chunky jams — at a 
lower price than Beit Yitshak 
charges. 

How do they manage? Pollak's 
answer is the same as that given by 
Eli Reches of Izrom when speaking 
about imported light bulbs (in an 
earlier article in this series): dump- 
ing. The capitalist producer in the 
West works on a basis of profit and 
loss, he won't sell below ἃ given 
figure, it is not-worth_his while. 


THE COMMUNIST producer sells 
at whatever figure finds a buyer. He 
has no idea what his true production 
and financing costs are (since the 
price of all his inputs is controlled), 
therefore does not really know 
whether he is making money or los- 
ing money — and does not care. 

This creates an absurd situation 
in world markets. Says Pollak: 
“Western producers don't export to 
Israel because they can't compete 
with our prices. Hero (of 
Switzerland) supplies a small snob 
clientele, which is not commercially 
significant — and that’s all. 

“We for our part do sell abroad, 
‘to the U.S. (Giant Foods, Wald- 
baum, Bornans), to Britain, to 
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Sweden, to Switzerland. Our export 
price is $2.10 cif. New York. The 
Bulgarians’ export price is 74 cents 
a kilo οἱ“, Haifa. How can that 
be?” 

Retail prices in the shop reflect 
that difference. Returning to our 
plum jam, | have just bought two 
jars. The 778 brand costs me, aa 
stated above, 18 23.50; The 
Bulgarian variety works out for 350 
grams al [5 16.50. Both jams are ex- 
cellent, they seem to taste equally 
good. 

The Bulgarians’ export price is 
less than half the Israelis’, how is it 
that their shop price in Jerusalem is 
only 30 per cent lower? Because 
{Pollnk says) the retailer gets a dif- 
ferent mark-up — 35 per cent on 
the Israeli brand and over 80 per 
cent on the imported one; which 
gives him an incentive to promote 
the latter. 

“What bothers us," Pollak goes 
on, “is not the imported jams that 
we also make, like strawberry jam 
or apple jam. Our version stands up 
to the competition. Bul the East 
Europeans grow berries which don't 
exist in our agriculture, blueberries, 
raspberries, loganberries — and 
these sell at the expense of our jams, 
because we can't offer the 
equivalent.” 

Cannot Beit Yitshak import the 
berries? ‘‘No, because we don’t use 
conserves in our jams, only fresh 
fruit." His complaint is about the 
import from Eastern Europe of jams 
which have two characteristics: they 
are a type nol made in Israel, and 
they are marketed at dumping 
prices. 

What about the exotic products 
that Beit Yitshak used to make so 
successfully and then stopped mak- 
ing, like chutney and kumquats? The 

market is very limited for these 
recherche lines, “but we shall be 
producing them again before long,” 
Pollak promises. 


THE PRICING POLICY adopted 
by the East Europeans presents a 
perplexing problem. The facile 
answer offered by some economic 
theoreticians is, let the cheaper item 
win, If Israel cannot compete with 
Bulgarian (or Rumanian) jam, it 
should get out of the jam-making 
business. 

_ This is a valid conclusion, 
provided Bulgaria makes a profit at 
those cut-throat prices. If it does, 
deliveries are likely to remain cheap; 
in which case manufacturing expen- 
sive Isracli jams for sale behind a 
protective tariff is o waste of 
resources. . . 

᾿ But if true production costs in 
Bulgaria are nor lower than they 
are here, thal ls, if Bulgaria is really 
selling at dumping prices, there Is a 
case for enacting speciat protective 
tariffs. (The duty on all jams is cur- 
rently 6.5 per cent.) Otherwise. the 
Israeli plants will close down, after 
which the hap en gk will put ‘up 
their prices. And there will be

To the con- 
trary, the volumes of evidence by 
his cnbinet colleagues and by the 
service chiefs testify to Churchill's 
persistent and insistent “meddling” 
in the most central or obscure is- 
sues, great or small. Had Churchill 
indeed regarded the Holocaust as 
“the greatest and most horrible 
crime ever commilted," then why 
did he not do something about it? 
Having asked Eden to get what he 
could out of the RAF, why didn't 
Churchill return to the cause a 
week, or two weeks later, to ask 
what had actually been done? At 
least he could have written one of 


his blistering, “action this day" 
minutes, 


Ε am confident that Churchill's 
sensitive, humanitarian emotions 
were deeply moved by the Jews’ suf- 
ferings. But I am equally confident 
that there was a critical chasm 
between his words and actions.

Zaire steps forward 


THE DECISION by Zaire to restore normal diplomatic ties with 
Israel is both logical and timely. ᾿ ᾿ 

Back in 1973 Zaire, along with a large bloc of African nations, 
severed relations with Israel on the ground that this country had oc- 
cupied a slice of territory belonging to a fellow African, Egypt, and 
had, during the Yom Kippur War, invaded the black continent itself. 
That excuse is no longer available after the return of Sinai, in its en- 
tirety, lo Egypt. Set : ; 

In 1973, too, Zaire, along with the majority of African countries, 
was subject to intense pressure, both political and financial, by the 
Arab states, to turn their backs on Israel. That pressure has in the 
meantime greatly abated. The Arab stick has grown limp, not least as 
a result of Egypt’s making peace with Israel, and the Arab carrot has 
proved far leaner than it seemed. ᾿ ; 

Besides, the Organization of African Unity, which a mere decade 
ago wielded a considerable clout over its members, is now but a 
shadow of its former self, torn as il is between pro-Western, pro- 
Soviet and non-aligned factions. Individual African states are now 
more-or-less free to act as they please.

{f the government were forced owt by ἃ Knesset vole on ἃ no- 
confidence motion, the way would be open for un attempt by Shimon 
Peres, as the Alignnient's head, to form un alternative administration. 

This would suit Mr. Peres fine. Although he professes to be willing 
lo go τὸ the polls us soon us possible. Mr. Peres would no doubt 
prefer to face the electorate us prime minister than as leader of the 
opposition. Incumbency, it is true, provides no automatic assurance 
of success at the bullot box, as was conclusively shown on May 17, 
1977, But it does confer some distinct advantages. 

Such was plainly the political rationale behind the coaxing of the 
two Rafi splinters, Mr. Linn und Mr. Peretz, back into the Labour 
fold, where Mr. Linn for one said he finally felt “at home.” 

There is no need to take too seriously the pretence that the 
Motives of the defectors were purely, or even mainly, ideological, 
Mr. Linn had taken very hard the Likud's refusal (o muke him its 
candidate for mayor of Haifa. As for Mr. Peretz, his main concern 
was upparently that he would be denied a “safe place” on the Likud's 
next Knesset list. Now he is assured of such a place on the Atign- 
ment’s list, and he can also lay claim to a seat in the next Alignment 
cabinet, and to economic posts for members of his La'am faction. 

The double deul is distasteful. But it does not fundamentally differ 
from the example set by the Likud in its post-etectoral acquisition of 
the (wa seats of Hillel Zeidel und the late Moshe Dayan. 

But it takes some gall for the Likud’s chiefs, who mortgaged the 
country to Agudut Yisrael for what might be described as a mess of 
conlition pottage, to hurl such epithets as horse-trading at Mr. Linn's 
and Mr, Peretz’s switch to the Alignment. 


While political morality need not be the issue here, the Align- - 


ments politicul character, on the other hand, certainly is, Mr. Linn's 


chief interest is the Arab comniunity in Israel. Will his “tough™ .

Accarding to some reports Mr. Peres is willing to strike a bargain 
with Telem, loo, under which the Alignment would endorse Moshe 
Dayan's ideo of “unilateral autonomy” for the Palestinians in return 
for Telem's backing. 

Such indiscriminate swallowing of foreign parly planks might 
broaden the Alignment’s coalition prospects ~- and coalition- 
building is admittedly the main practical problem in Israeli politics.
